All students of ethics know that

The latter con- 
sists in external objects as well as 
personal associations and 
influences. 


All persons are decidedly influenced, 
perhaps unconsciously, by the objects 
by which they are surrounded. 
Even in 


men and women a change of objective 
associations have caused a correspond 
ing change in habits and character. An 
even more potent influence is exerted, 
under similar conditions, on the minds 
and hearts of chiidten. School childien 
in America, as a rule, are just passing 
through itie formative period of life, 
when things almost trivial m'themselvet 
give a tendency wtiich mny atterwiirclb 
become the.Koveruiug force in their lives.

as follows: Foreacti student over seven- 
teen years of age who shall sign au agree- 
ment binding said student to teach iu the 
common schools of this State two lull 
annual terms there shall be paid tbe sum 
of one dollar and fifty cents a week in full 
payment of the expenses for tuition of said 
students, provided that each student in a 
State Normal School drawing an allowance 
from the State must receive regular in- 
struction in the science and art of teaching 
in a special class devoted to that subject 
or the whole time for wnich auch allow- 
ance is drawn, winch amount shall be paid 
upon the warrants of the Superintendent 
of. Public Instruction."

If there is> no receptacle for wood ashes 


the best thing to do with them la to 
broadcast them around the trees Ashes 
contain both lime and potash, with a 
small proportion of phosphoric acid, and 
they benefit all kinds of trees, showing 
excellent effects for several years. 


If the ground is cultivated often 


enough no weeds can grow, and if tbe 
ground for a crop is carefully prepared 
be'ore putting in the seed, by deep 
plowing and frequent harrowing, the 
cultivation required after the piants are 
up need not be more than one inch 
deep 
If this is done after every ram 


thsre can be no weeds, and they will be 
come fewer every year, while the culti- 
vation wiil prevent loss of moistuie m 
the soil by aflord'ng a loose covering of 
dry earth. 


The importance of saving the water in 


the sail cannot be urged too frequently, 
and cultivation therefore pays because 
it assists the crop to withstand drought 
Every pound of dry -natter of plants 
takes about 300 pounds of watei from 
tbe soil, and some plants, such as clover 
and oats, will take much more than that 
quantity 
When the ground is loose it
